Important Duty for Courts. 
. 


The fact that (he great majority of automobilists are well 


'disposed people and mindful of the righte of others, whether 
the others be automobilists, team drivg$$r-pedestrians, con- 
stitutes no excuse for the criminal recklessness displayed by 
too many drivers of motor vehicles. On the other hand, it 
strengthens the indictment against them by proving thai it is 
practicable under all circumstances to drive an automobile in 
a manner that is safe to all concerned, and that the reckless- 
ness reported in the news dispatches from day to day is reck- 
lessness pure and simple, and that the consequences are not 
the results of unavoidable accidents. 


It is time that the courts of the land should take cognizance 


of these facts and deal with reckless automobilists in a manner 
to bring their dastardly practices to an end. This will never 
be accomplished by tender-footed proceedings and the impo- 
sition of paltry fines. The running down of people with auto- 
mobiles must be regarded as a serious crime, which it is, and 
the offense must be treated accordingly before there will be 
relief from an vil that has long been grievous, and which is 
apparently growing greater. 


Accounts of some of the happenings in the streets and on 


ihe highways are enough to make "the'blood run cold. 
On 


Long Island recently there were two especially flagrant cases 
of criminality on the part of aulomobilists. In one case a man 
was struck and seriously injured. The accident was witnessed 
and the parly placed him in the machine and said they would 
take him to a hospital. Instead of doing this they drove some 
distance, dumped him by the side of the road and went on, 
neither the injured ma nnor the friend who was with him at 
the time of the accident knowing who they were or where to 
look for them. 
In a street in the City of Brooklyn a woman 


teacher 55 years old was struck by a,machine and instantly 
killed. The driver was ordered by the passenger to "go on," 
and did so hurriedly, before the number of the car could be 
taken, and leaving no clew of identification. 


Such cases like that arc manslaughter, nothing more anc 


nothing less, and they should Be dealt with accordingly. Where 
proof in such instances is produced the courts have an im- 
portant duty to perform. When this dut yis performed as it 
should be the trouble will cease, and not before.
